Under the law, 70 per cent of all revenue from income taxes is 


returned to the town, village or city, and 20 per cent to the-county, 
from which the money comes. The state retains only 10 per cent 
to reimburse itself for the expense of administering the law. Thus 
tne new system is designed not only to compel men enjoying large 
incomes to bear their share of the expense of maintaining govern.
